No. 03-1550 and a copy of this paper is enclosed. Because applicant was required to file this 
Application for Patent Term Adjustment solely due to the Office's error, applicant respectfully 
requests refund of this fee. 

(2) A Notice of Allowance and Issue Fee Due was mailed by the Office on 
December 14, 2004. Applicant paid the issue fee on February 7, 2005; see the attached copies 
of executed Form PTOL 85, February 7, 2005 cover letter, postcard receipt, and check 
No. 69285. The Office generated a Notice of Abandonment dated April 26, 2005. Applicant 
filed a Petition to Withdraw Holding of Abandonment on May 5, 2005, and a Status Request on 
August 15, 2005 concerning the status of the Petition. On or about September 2, 2005 the Office 
mailed applicant's February 7, 2005 return acknowledgement postcard which was erroneously 
date-stamped as having been received on August 30, 2005 (copy enclosed); this August 30, 2005 
date was apparently then erroneously entered into the Office's computerized data as the date the 
issue fee was paid for this application/patent. On October 21, 2005, the Office mailed a Notice 
of Rescinded Abandonment (copy enclosed).
